Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Amphlett,  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  report  for  the  year 
1911.  The  figures  therein  embodied  are  satisfactory,  with  the 
exception  of  a high  infantile  mortality,  which  is  dealt  with  in  the 
body  of  the  report.  On  account  of  the  alterations  in  the  tables 
at  the  end  of  the  Report  the  divisions  are  slightly  altered  this 
year,  and  are  now  as  set  down  underneath,  with  the  populations 
at  the  census  of  1911,  and  increases  and  losses  in  the  several 
parishes  over  the  census  of  1901.

Tliis  gives  a total  population  of  13T32,  with  an  increase  over 
the  ])opulation  of  1901  (the  date  of  the  last  census)  of  1046.  The 
increase,  as  may  be  seen  in  the  above  table,  and  as  I have  pointed 
out  in  former  reports,  lias  been  confined  to  residential  parishes 
near  the  railway  stations  having  easy  communication  with  neigh- 
bouring large  towns. 


The  iiopulation  has  been  slightly  under-estimated  for  the  past 
few  years,  so  that  the  death-rates  are  slightly  greater  than  they 
should  be,  for  instance  the  death-rate  for  1910  should  be  10*3 
•instead  of  11*0, 


As  a sequel  of  the  Greater  Birmingham  Scheme,  part  of  the 
old  King’s  Norton  and  Northfield  Urban  District  has  been  added 
to  this  district  since  November  9th,  1911,  for  sanitary  adminis- 
tration purposes,  but  not  for  registration  purposes.  The  part 
referred  to  includes  the  parishes  of  Beoley  and  Wythall,  and  that 
portion  of  the  Village  of  Rednal  which  lies  in  the  valley  of  the 
River  Arrow.  The  estimated  population  of  this  area  is  2000. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. — 243  births  (127  male  and  116  female)  were  registered 
in  the  district,  as  compared  with  286  in  1910  and  238  in  1909. 
To  these  are  added  2 births  from  other  districts,  making  a total 
of  245  births  and  a birth-rate  of  18*6  per  1000.  This  is  the  lowest 
rate  ever  recorded  in  the  district,  being  only  approached  by  the 
rate  19*3  per  1000  in  1909.  8>ome  reasons  for  the  declining  birth- 
rate have  been  given  in  former  years. 

Deaths. — 134  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district,  giving  a 
death-rate  of  10-2  ; 17  deaths  of  residents  dying  in  public 

institutions  outside  the  district  added,  and  2 deaths  of  non- 
residents deducted,  make  a net  total  of  149  deaths,  and  a death- 
rate  of  11-3,  which  compares  favourably  with  former  years. 


Infantile  Mortality. — 27  infantile  deaths  were  registered  in  the 
district,  giving  a mortality  rate  of  110  per  1000  births  registered. 
This  is  the  highest  death-rate  experienced  in  the  district  for  the 
past  12  years.  The  list  of  the  causes  of  death  is  tabulated  in 
Tables  III.  and  IV.  The  princix)al  item  which  differs  from  former 
years  is  the  greater  number  of  deaths  from  intestinal  diseases, 
viz.,  6,  as  compared  with  1 in  1910  and  2 in  1909.  Five  of 
these  deaths  occurred  in  June,  August,  and  early  September,  i.e., 
during  the  very  hot  weather  which  was  such  a marked  feature 
of  1911.  During  this  hot  spell  there  was  great  difficulty  in  keej)- 
ing  food  and  milk  sweet  and  fit  for  consumption,  and  the  ground 
temperature  was  very  high.  I visited  the  houses  in  which 
these  deaths  occurred,  and  found  in  four  cases  considerable 
accumulation  of  refuse  near  the  houses.  These  heaps  of  refuse 
afforded  excellent  breeding  x)laces  for  flies.  In  one  case  there 
was  a heap  of  stable  refuse  40  feet  away  from  the  back  door,  and 
the  flies  amounted  to  a pestilence.  For  some  years  I have  been 
convinced  that  flies  played  an  imi)ortant  part  in  conveying 
noxious  germs  from  refuse  to  food,  and  it  was  interesting  to  find 
these  convictions  strengthened  by  these  observations.  Exx)eri- 
ments  have  also  been  carried  out  showing  that  from  the  bodies, 
crops,  and  legs  of  flies  noxious  germs  can  be  cultivated.  It  is 
to  be  urged  therefore  (1)  that  during  hot  weather  at  any  rate 
and  at  all  times  if  i)ossible,  no  refuse  should  l)e  allowed  to 
accumulate  near  dwelling  houses  ; (2)  all  food,  especially  milk, 
should  be  screened  from  access  by  flies  with  fine  wire  gauze  or 


muslin  ; (3)  flies  should  be  killed  by  traps  or  poison.  A simide 
cover  for  milk  vessels  can  be  made  from  a square  of  fine  muslin, 
double  thickness,  with  small  leaden  weights  sewn  in  each  corner. 
If  refuse  is  allowed  to  stay  near  a house  a light  sprinkling  of 
paraffin  oil  at  sunset  is  efficacious  in  diminishing  the  number  of 
flies.  One  of  these  infants  had  been  fed  from  a bottle  with  a 
long  rubber  tube,  which  was  very  foul  and  sour  smelling.  This 
deadly  apparatus  is  gradually  falling  into  disuse,  and  in  a few 
years  will  probably  only  be  found  in  a museum  of  antiquities. 
The  “ Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,”  has  been  adopted 
throughout  the  county,  and  its  administration  is  worked  by  the 
County  Council. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Forty-three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  as  compared 
with  45  in  1910  and  49  in  1909.  There  were  notified  21  cases  of 
scarlet  fever,  14  of  diphtheria,  3 of  erysipelas,  1 of  enteric  fever, 
and  4‘of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Smallpox. — No  case  has  been  notified  in  the  district  or  county 
since  1907.  Accommodation  for  isolation  is  provided  by  the 
Joint  Hospital  Committee.  As  vaccination  and  re-vaccination 
is  the  only  known  way  of  preventing  the  disease,  it  is  unfortunate 
that  the  number  of  exemption  certificates  from  vaccination 
continues  to  increase.  During  the  year  nearly  half  of  the 
infants  were  unvaccinated. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Twenty-one  cases  were  notified,  13  in  the 
Southern  and  8 in  the  Northern  Division.  No  marked  epidemic 
occurred  during  the  year,  but  8 of  the  cases  in  the  Southern 
Division  attended  schools  in  Eedditch,  where  the  disease  has  been 
prevalent  throughout  the  year.  One  house  (a  new  one)  was 
affected,  in  which  2 scarlet  fever  cases  had  severe  septic  throats, 
but  recovered  with  careful  nursing  in  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  another  child  developed  diphtheria  the  next  week,  which 
was  bacteriologically  confirmed.  No  return  case  could  be 
traced  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria. — Fourteen  cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with 
17  in  1910  and  16  in  1909.  There  was  no  epidemic.  Four  of 
the  cases  occurred  in  one  house  where  there  was  a defective 
water  supply.  Many  of  the  cases  were  of  a mild  type,  and 
only  discovered  after  “ swabbing.”  The  County  Council 
Laboratory,  by  providing  apparatus,  examination,  and  report 
on  a case  free  of  charge,  is  of  great  assistance.  Antitoxin  is 
supplied  free  of  charge  in  cases  when  considered  necessary. 
There  was  no  death  from  the  disease. 

Enteric  Fever. — One  case  was  notified.  The  infection  in  this 
case  was  contracted  outside  the  district.  No  case  has  developed 
in  the  district  for  the  past  five  years. 


Puerperal  Fever. — No  case  was  notified.  The  Midwives  Act 
is  administered  by  the  County  Council,  and  the  midwives  prac- 
tising in  the  district  are  regularly  Ausited  by  their  officers. 

Whooping  Cough  has  given  no  trouble  during  the  year. 

Measles  has  borne  out  its  cyclic  manifestations,  and  in  the 
iSouthern  Division  of  the  district  the  disease  was  epidemic  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year.  The  disease  was  of  a severe  type,  many 
adults  being  attacked  as  well  as  children.  Three  deaths  occurred. 
As  the  disease  is  so  severe  in  young  children  the  infant  depart- 
ments of  the  schools  were  closed  early  in  the  epidemic,  but 
without  having  much  effect  on  the  distribution  of  the  disease. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. — One  death  was  registered  as  due  to 
cerebro  spinal  meningitis.  Two  milder  cases  were  heard  of, 
although  the  disease  is  not  notifiable.  There  was  no  epidemic. 
No  local  cause  could  be  found  for  the  infection. 

Cerebro  spinal  fever,  acute  polio-myelitis,  and  opthalmia 
neonatorum  are  to  be  made  notifiable  in  1912. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  caused  15  deaths,  giving  a death- 
rate  of  1‘2  per  1000.  Two  cases  wre  notified  under  the  regula- 
tions of  1908,  and  two  under  the  Hospital  Eegulations  of  1910. 
Three  deaths  occurred  in  a private  sanatorium  in  the  district. 
From  January  1st,  1912,  notification  of  all  cases  is  to  be  enforced, 
so  that  we  shall  then  get  a statement  of  the  prevalence  and 
distribution  of  the  disease.  I exj^ect  to  find  that  the  disease 
is  not  so  prevalent  as  has  been  thought.  This  view  is  borne  out 
by  the  figures  published  by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  the 
Medical  Officer’s  Eeport  for  1910 — 1911.  It  is  there  shown  that 
the  number  of  deaths  from  phthisis  per  100,000  of  population  of 
England  and  Wales  has  fallen  from  219  in  1871 — 80  to  117  in  1901 
— 09,  and  that  the  death-rate  has  fallen  10  per  cent  since  1901. 
Still  38 '639  were  caused  by  the  disease  in  this  country  in  1909, 
giving  room  for  work  and  improvement.  One  might  review  here 
shortly  the  main  facts  about  phthisis.  Phthisis,  or  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  is  a disease  caused  by  a germ  (the  tubercle  bacillus) 
attacking  people  who  have  not  sufficient  stamina  to  withstand 
it,  or  whose  system  is  particularly  favourable  for  its  growth. 
The  disease,  if  unheeded,  is  usually  a progressive  one,  ending  in 
the  death  of  the  patient.  Three  lines  of  xn’eventive  treatment 
then  are  indicated  : — 

{a)  The  germ  is  disseminated  in  the  vicinity  of  affected 
l)atients,  mainly  in  the  expectoration.  Cleanly  habits  should 
be  taught,  all  expectoration  received  into  ])ocket  flasks,  so  that 
it  can  be  burnt  or  destroyed  by  strong  disinfectants.  Pap(u- 
handkerchiefs  should  be  used.  All  spitting  should  be  pro.hibited, 
especially  in  railway  carriages,  tram  cars,  and  bars. 


{b)  To  improve  the  stamina  of  the  race  by  better  housing,  no 
overcrowding,  better  food  and  clothing,  and  more  healthy 
forms  of  occupation.  This  means  the  general  improvement  in 
the  conditions  of  life,  which  has  taken  place  in  recent  years,  and 
to  this  the  reduction  in  the  death  rate  shown  above  may  be 
mainly  attributed. 

(c)  To  destroy  all  food  which  comes  from  a tuberculous 
animal.  Children  are  often  affected  after  consumption  of  milk 
containing  tubercle  bacillus. 

The  study  of  the  science  of  Eugenics  has  discovered  another 
point  to  account  for  the  declining  death-rate.  ISTations  or  races, 
by  the  more  susceptible  members  being  killed  off,  become 
to  some  extent  immune,  whilst  others,  e.g.,  Red  Indians  afid 
Black  Races,  that  have  had  no  experience  of  the  disease,  provide 
a soil  in  which  the  germ  flourishes  and  the  disease  practically 
assumes  an  epidemic  form. 

The  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  phthisis  will  no 
doubt  have  to  be  provided  for  by  sanitary  authorities  in  the  near 
future.  Eecent  legislation  bids  fair  to  provide  treatment  for  a 
large  percentage  of  cases,  and  full  advantage  should  be  taken  of 
existing  facilities. 

SANITARY  WORK  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  drainage  of  Barnt  Green  Village,  which  has  been  referred  to 
since  1907,  has  now  been  commenced,  and  I hope  that  most  of  the 
house  connections  will  be  made  before  the  summer  of  1912. 
Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  the  Clent  outfall  site, 
but  extensions  are  being  made  to  remedy  the  nuisance. 

Water  Supply. — The  East  Worcestershire  Waterworks  Com- 
pany’s supply  to  Stoke  Prior,  Barnt  Green,  Grafton,  Webheath, 
North  Redditch,  and  Tardebigge,  and  the  Stourbridge  Water 
Board’s  supply  to  Pedmore,  Hagley,  and  Clent,  have  maintained 
their  high  character  of  purity,  and  given  a sufficient  supply 
through  the  hot  weather.  Extensions  of  the  South  Staffordshire 
Company’s  mains  have  been  carried  from  the  Halesowen 
boundary  through  the  villages  of  Hunnington  and  Romsley  to 
the  top  of  Romsley  Hill,  in  order  to  supply  the  new  Sanatorium 
now  being  built.  Some  of  the  wells  at  Romsley  failed  during 
the  summer,  but  connection  with  the  mains  was  granted  and  the 
shortage  rectified.  Many  of  the  shallow  wells  at  Fairfield,  to 
which  attention  has  been  drawn  before,  became  dry  and  unfit 
for  drinking  purposes  during  the  dry  summer,  and  the  inhabitants 
became  dependent  on  the  two  or  three  wells  which  held  out. 
Water  for  washing  purposes  had  to  be  fetched  in  some  cases  from 
a brook  over  a mile  away.  This  state  of  affairs  should  not  be 
allowed  to  exist  much  longer.  Either  deeper  wells  should  be 
sunk  (an  expense  with  problematical  results)  or  the  East 


Worcestershire  Company’s  mains  extended  from  the  North 
Bromsgrove  boundary.  Very  little  extra  pumping  Avill  be 
required,  as  the  mains  extend  almost  to  the  highest  point.  From 
Fairfield,  Belbroughton  Village  could  be  supplied  by  gravitation. 
In  this  village  this  year  the  Local  Government  Board  refused 
sanction  to  the  Guardians  to  lease  a house  for  boarding  out 
children,  on  account  of  the  County  Analyst  reporting  x)ollution 
of  the  collecting  area  of  the  Avell  supplying  the  house. 

Milk  Supply  conies  from  the  farms  in  the  district,  and  on  the 
whole  is  good.  Eight  samples  have  been  submitted  for  analysis, 
and  all  certified  to  be  genuine.  The  40  cowsheds  on  the  register 
have  been  inspected  twice  during  the  year,  and  the  necessary 
limewashing  carried  out.  Two  large  herds  of  cows  in  the  district 
are  now  systemically  tested  with  tuberculin. 


Slaughter  Houses. — Sixteen  have  been  inspected  and  registered. 


Factories  and  Workshops. — Section  22  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  is  not  in  force  in  the  district.  The 
necessary  notices  with  regard  to  outworkers  from  one  factory 
have  been  received  and  forwarded. 


Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. — The  inspection  of  the 
district  is  being  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors  under  my  super- 
vision, but  as  this  is  being  done  in  addition  to  their  other  duties, 
only  a small  amount  can  be  dealt  with  each  year. 


The  parts  taken  during  the  year  are  Hunnington,  Eomsley, 
Stoke  Works,  and  Stoke  Prior.  No  defects  were  found  grave 
enough  to  call  for  closing  orders,  and  various  minor  defects,  such 
as  yard  paving  and  dampness,  were  remedied  on  attention  being 
called  to  them.  The  defects  found  are  tabulated  in  the 
Inspector’s  reports  attached.  Three  cases  of  overcrowding  were 
dealt  with  and  abated  in  the  Southern  Division.  As  this  occurs 
more  in  this  division  than  the  Northern,  it  seems  to  indicate  a 
shortage  of  cottages  here.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
the  adjoining  town  of  Eedditch  has  experienced  good  trade  for 
the  past  few  years,  and  the  overflow  of  artizans  employed  in  the 
town  extends  to  this  district  at  Webheath  and  Alvechurch. 


Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children. — This  is  carried  out  by 
whole-time  officers  appointed  and  directed  by  the  County 
Council.  The  Act  specially  states  that  reports  shall  be  made  by 
the  Medical  Inspectors  on  the  sanitary  state  of  elementary 
schools,  but  although  the  duties  have  been  carried  out  for  some 
time,  not  very  much  remedial  work  has  been  done  in  this  district. 
To  mention  one  case  : Fairfield  Schools  have  no  water  supply. 


and  drinking  water  has  to  be  fetched  in  a bucket  from  other 
premises.  This  has  been  a great  hardship  during  the  hot  summer. 
The  results  of  the  systematic  inspection  are  beginning  to  show 
themselves,  and  they  are  on  the  whole  exceedingly  good.  Eye 
defects,  adenoids  and  ear  defects,  deformities,  etc.,  are  often 
treated,  now  that  attention  has  been  called  to  Them,  with 
beneficial  results  to  the  children.  In  this  district  there  is  no 
clinic  for  dealing  with  these  defects,  but  a great  deal  is  being 
done  by  private  enterprise.
